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FOREWORD 


Ponderosa  pine  (Pinus  ponderosa 
Laws.)   is  an  important  softwood  spe- 
cies in  the  United  States.  Because 
of  its  extensive  range  and  economic 
importance,  considerable  research 
has  been  conducted  on  this  valuable 
species.     This  supplement  updates 
through  1975  the  1967  bibliography1 
and  supplement2  compiled  by  Axelton 
at  the  Boise  research  laboratory  of 
the  Intermountain  Forest  and  Range 
Experiment  Station. 

References  have  been  limited  to 
published  material.     A  few  foreign 
publications  have  been  included, 
although  a  search  of  foreign  liter- 
ature was  not  made.  Popular-type 
articles  have  been  omitted. 

The  subject  index  follows  the  Ox- 
ford System  of  classification  for 
forestry,  except  in  a  few  cases  where 
the  index  was  slightly  modified  to 
simplify  the  presentation  of  subject 
matter.     Articles  were  indexed  under 
what  was  considered  the  principal 
topic,  but  no  reference  was  listed 
under  more  than  three  subjects. 
Material  pertaining  to  forest  pests, 
although  dealing  with  both  damage  and 
control,  was  indexed  under  "Damage." 
Only  articles  dealing  primarily 
with  control  were  indexed  under 
"Protection. "
